ify  and  foreshadow  the  coming  of  Christ 
aa  our  sacrifice,  nor  can  we  deny  that  the 
Lord  did  not  command  the  early  worship- 
pers to  approach  Him  through  bloody  sac- 
rifices. 

The  sacrifice  offered  by  Abel  was  a bloody 
one  and  was  one  to  which  the  Lord  God  had 
respect  as  well  as  the  worshipper.  If  God 
had  given  any  command  with  reference  to 
the  kind  of  sacrifice  that  should  be  offered 
Abel  had  offered  that.  If  God  gave  a com- 
mand Abel  knew  what  it  was  and  knowing 
what  it  was  he  offered  the  thing  commanded 
or  else  he  would  have  be«n  disobedient  and

rather  than  a giver.  Now  let  us  consider 
Abel’s  offering.  What  is  there  about  it T 
We  are  no  where  told  that  his  offering  was 
accepted  because  he  was  more  sincere  than 
< ain.  Abel  realized  the  fact  that  he  was 
a sinner,  and  that  death  was  the  penalty  of 
sin.  'The  wages  of  sin  is  death.”  But 
he  also  entered  by  faith  into  the  glorious 
truth  that  there  was  such  a thing  as  a sin- 
ner placing  the  death  of  another  between 
himself  and  the  consequence  of  his  sin,  that 
the  claims  of  God’s  nature,  and  the  demands 
of  God,  could  be  met  by  the  blood  of  an  in- 
nocent  spotless  victim.  Here  we  have 
God’s  command  and  the  sinner’s  dwp  ne- 
cessity fully  met.  This  is  the  doctrine  of 
the  cross;  ip  which  alone  the  dinner's  heart 
can  find  repose,  and  in  which  God  can  be 
just  and  the  justifier  of  the  ungodly.  Abel 
like  other  heroes  of  faith  embraced  the 
promises.  He  accepted  God’s  plan.  He 
placed  the  death  of  a spotless  victim,  a type 
of  the  spotless  Lamb  of  Ood,  between  him 
and  an  offended  God,  and  thereby  obtained 
witness  of  God  that  he  was  righteous.  To 
reject  God’s  plan  and  substitute  man’s  is 
fatal.  In  the  first  instance  it  led  to  bit- 
ter hatred  and  murder,  and  ever  since  it  has 
led  to  the  fiercest  persecution.  Please  set- 
tle definitely  what  it  was  that  Abel  believ- 


his  sacrifice  could  not  have  been  well  pleas- 
ing unto  God.  It  is  begging  the  question 
to  affirm  even  in  this  primitive  age,  that 
these  two  brothers  were  without  any  knowl- 
edge whatever  as  to  God’s  wish  in  the  man- 
ner and  itiatter  of  approach  unto  Him.  They 
were  verV  recently  from  the  garden  of 
Eden  (tljeir  father  before  them  was)  and 
they  kneW  God  and  knew  him  to  worship 
Him.  (jain’s  offering  was  not  that  ”e*. 
ccllent”  offering  with  which  God  was  pleas 
ed  in  Abel’s  offering.  It  was  lacking  in

Pan  we  say  that  Abel  would  slay  an  an- 
imal with  which  to  sacrifice  unto  Ood  with- 
out some  good  reason  f Abel  was  a right- 
eous man,  a man  of  feeling  and  fine  sense, 
and  it  is  hardly  likely  that  hp  would  have 
madp  *n  offering  of  blood  without  know- 
an  offering  each  ing  what  was  the  will  of  God  in  the  pre- 
mises r i , 

By  a casual  reading  of  this  Scripture  wc 
NN  as  would  get.,  and  do  get,  the  impression  that 
this  was  the  first  time  these  sons  ever  of- 
fered a sacrifice  unto  God.  To  say  that  it 
is  is  to  go  beyond  authority  ; to  say  that 
they  spontaneously  decided  to  offer  a sac- 
rifice is  transcending  our  borunds  and  we 
have  no  record  that  God  commanded  them 
to  offer  sacrifices.  Where  did  they  get 
their  idea?  They  either  were  brought  up 
under  the  ideea  or  it  spontaneously  sprang 
up  in  their  minds,  or  God  commanded  them 
to  do  it.  They  had  doubtless  seen  their 
father  offer  sacrifices  unto  God,  or  else 
they  were  commanded  to  sacrifice  unto  God. 
One  of  the  three  positions  must  be  the  cor- 
rect one.  We  are  forced  to  one  of  these 
positions.  And  the  most  reasonable  inter- 
pretation is  that  they  had  seen  their  father 
offer  sacrifices  or  that  they  were  commanded 
to  make  the  sacrifice,  and  if  so  why  would 
not  God  direct  the  kind  ? Now  if  God  did, 
it  is  hardly  tenable  that  He  would  have  re- 
spect  to  any  other  kind  of  offering  than  that 
which  He  commanded. 

Now.  we  are  led  to  the  thought  introduced 
in  the  beginning  of  this  discussion : Would 
Pain  s offering  unto  God  have  been  accept- 
. . . able  even  if  h's  heart  had  been  right  toward

Scripture,  to  me,  seems  to  justify  the  inter- 
pretation that  the  cause  lay  both  in  the  at- 
titude of  the  heart  and  also  the  sacrifice  of-  rifice  is  transcend 
tered.  God  had  neither  respect  to  the  of-, 
ferer  nor  the  offering.  Pain’s  heart  was 
wrong  before  Ood  and  though  he  Had  of- 
fered such  an  offering  that  God  would  have 
been  pleased  with.  He  would  not  have  had 
respect  to  it.  He  said  to  the  Jews  wh..n 


t?  have^  two  religious  sinners 
>God  with  their  offerings, 
spted  and  the  other  rejected  t 
offered  unto  God  a more  eX- 
than  Cain,  by  which  he  ob- 
that  he  was  righteous,  God 
s gifts;  and  by  it  he  being 


your  heajrt  is  right.”  This  is  not  the 
teaching  of  the  Word  anywhere  I have 
found,  when  men  stand  on  that!  hakis, 
they  are  standing  on  one  human  in  its  ori- 
gin. 

God  wjants  both  the  heart  right  and  also 
the  right  offering  and  is  satisfied  with  noth- 
ing less. 

Many  who  oppose  missions  have  hearts 
w>th  a righteous  attitude  towards  God,  and 
»t  the  same  time  their  works  and  teaching 
with  reference  to  the  mission  quesion  is  hot 
accepted  of  God.  Why?  Because  they 
are  not  doing  the  Lord’s  will  in  the  matter. 
Men  who  love  God  hold  and  teach  that  God 
J'»es  not  teach,  and  therefore,  God  is  not 
glorified  by  it  Is  it  possible  that  God  will 
accept  that  worship  which  is  not  according 
to  His  instruction? 

Some  men  who  have  known  Christ  in  the 
forgiveness  of  their  sins  hold,  teach  and 
practice  different  things  than  that  which 
,;od  has  taught,  and  by  that  God  is  dishon- 
ored anfd  His  truth  is  suppressed.  Will  God

SEMINARY  LETTER. 

J;  D.  Franks. 

Things  have  again  settled  down  to  about  nor- 
mal.- ^The  theological  - mill  is  sawing  away  as 
usual— >turntng  out  Blowly,  but  surely,  we  trust, 
some  very  valuable  timber. 

Misalonary  Day  brought  us  again  to  blgh  tide. 
The  reports  of  the  various  committees  were  un- 
usually Interesting.  I was  especially  Interested 
in  the  report  on  street  work,  as  fc  have  been  en- 
gaged in  that  work.  Later,  I want  to  relate 
some  of  the  experiences  we  have  had  in  these 
, street  meetings.  They  are  varied  and  aome  of 
them  Very  rich. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Froat,  of  thA  Sunday  School  Board, 
was  the  principle  speaker  of  the  occasion.  He 
brought  us  a soul-stirring  message  on  Baptists 
In  general,  but  speaking  In  particular  of  their 
ateltude  toward  the  Bible.  He  also  left  with 
each  of  us  a complimentary  copy  of  his  little 
book  entitled  "An  Experience  of  Grace,"  which 
we  all  appreciated  very  much. 

The  Gay  lectures  have  Just  closed.  Dr.  R.  H. 
Pitt,  editor  of  the  Religious  Herald,  Richmond, 
\a_,  was  the  lecturer.  His  general  subject  was 
"The  Agelong  Struggle  for  the  Dignity  of  the 
Person."  In  his  first  lecture  he.  In  a very 
sweeping  and  general  way,  traced  this  struggle 
through  the  history  of  various  departments  of 
human  life.  In  his  second  lecture  he  narrow- 
ed his  discussion  to  one  Important  phase  of  the 
subject,  viz:  the  struggle  of  the  value  and  dig- 
nity of  the  person  as  against  that  of  property. 
"In  his  third  and  last  lecture  he  made  a practi- 
cal application  of  his  entire  discussion  In  the 
light  of  present  day  conditions,  with  special 
reference  to  Baptist  opportunity.  In  this 
courae  of  lectures  we  had  very  forcibly  brought 
before  our  minds,  though  not  unduly  empha- 
sized. the  fact  that  God  has  assigned  a very 
high  value  and  dignity  to  the  human  life,  as 
well  as  the  Immortal  soul.  After  hearing  these 
lectures  we  are  better  able  to  appreciate  the 
words  of  our  Lord  when  He  said,  "What  does,  it 
profit  a man  tp  gain  the  whole  world  and  forfeit 
his  life?”  ("Life"  is  the  correct  word  here; 
not  "soul.”) 

Two  of  our  Mississippi  men  are  leaving  us 
this  week:  Brother  R.  L.  Wallace  has  Just 
finished  his  two  years'  course  here.  He  set- 
tles down  with  his  church  at  New  Liberty,  Ky. 
Brother  Wallace  Is  one  of  our  strongest  and 
best  men.  We  hate  to  give  him  up  from  among 
us,  I wish  some  Mississippi  church  would 
pull  him  back  home.  These  Mississippi  boys 
naturally  love  their  native  State  more  than  any 
other.  They  are,  In  a peculiar  sense,  in  sym- 
pathy with  all  the  denominational  movements 
of  the  State  and  for  this  reason  should  be  kept 
In  the  State.  If  possible  Brother  A.  A.  Stan- 
ley takes  up  work  with  the  Second  church,  of 
Sommerset,  Ky.  He  contemplates  being  back  In 
the  Seminary  again  before  a very  great  while.

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NORTHEAST  MISSISSIPPI  BIBLE  INSTITUTE. 

This  Institute  was  organized  seven  or  eight 
years  ago  and  has  come  to  be  one  of  our  beat 
gatherings  and  a permanent  meeting.  It  held 
its  recent  Session  at  Pontotoc,  beginning  on 
. Tuesday,  January  28.  and  closed  Friday,  Janu- 
> ary  31st,  after  four  days  otf  pleaaurable  and 
1 profitable  sfudy  of  God's  Word.  The  meeting  Is 
f a voIu“te«ri  gathering  of  ministers  and  laymen 
of  Northeast  Mississippi  to  study  together  God’s 
Word.  The  lines  of  territory  are  not  strictly 

drawn.  \Vq  have  no  teachers  for  these  meet- 

ings nor  hive  we  any  topics  tyut  discuss  care- 
fully and  rather  critically  the  book  or  chapter 
before  us.  This  year  we  discussed  Paul’s  let- 
ter to  Timothy,  first  book. 

Among  the  ministers  present  were  Brethren 
Barton,  Barksdale,  Riley,  Uqgers,  Beasley,  Ste- 
gall, Wesson,  Gayer,  Henderson,  Mahaffey,  A. 
H.  Jordan,  Cooper,  and  a number  of  younger 
ministers,  all  of  whose  names  I did  not  learn. 
The  pastor.  rT  A.  Cooper,  was  elected  moderator 
and  W.  A.  Jordan,  secretary  of  the  meeting. 

Brother  Cooper  and  his  people  did  themselves 
proud  in  entertainment.  I never  saw  finer  hos- 
pitality. Each  one  had  the  beBt  home  In  Pon- 
totoc. The  music  was  inspiring  and  uplifting. 
The  local  attendance  was  very  good,  exception- 
ally fine,  which  speaks  well  for  Brother  Cooper 
and  hla  w*ork  there.  The  sermons  by  Revs. 
Wesson,  Taylor  and  Barton  were  helpful  and 
inspiring. 

The  discussions  of  all  the  brethren  showed 
careful  preparation.  Almost  every  question 
of  doctrine  and  practice  was  touched  upon  dur- 
ing the  week.  The  writer’*  talk  on  "Predesti- 
nation" precipitated  quite  a discussion — all  In 
a friendly  spirit,  however.  This  writer  took 
strong  grounds  for  Bible  electioq  and  predesti- 
nation. Brother  Cooper  said  that  he  had  nev- 
er been  strong  on  election  Brother  Wesson 
took  Issue  with  the  writer  on  the  ground  that 
he  could  not  understand  election — that  Is,  he 
did  not  understand  it  the  Way  I Uught  it un- 

conditional election.  Brother  Wendell,  the 
Methodist  preacher  at  Pontotoc,  endorsed  Bro- 
ther Wesson’s  position.  Brother  Barton  made 
a strong  speech  in  which  he  said  that  he  ac- 
cepted the  doctrine  of  election  because  the  Bi- 
ble taught  It.  but  did  not  pretend  to  explain  It. 
But  also1  believed  in  human  responsibility.  He 
sided  In  the  discussion  with  this  writer.  Bro- 
ther Barksdale  said  that  he  had  studied  the  doc- 
trine of  election  for  four  weeks  and  didn’t 
know  ahy  more  about  it  than  he  did  when  he 
began.  He  believed  in  It  but  never  preached 
It. 

The  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  ministers 
were  present  much  of  the  time,  especially  Bro- 
ther Wendell,  the  Methodist  pastor.  He  took 
quite  & lively  interest  in  all  the  discussion*  up 
to  the  very  last.  It  must  hare  been  quite  a 
unique  experience  for  a Methodist  preacher  to 
take  part  in  the  discussion  of  the  pure  Word 
of  Got).  I don't  suppose  it  would  be  possible 
for  them  to  have  such  a meeting.  I suggest 
that  Brother  Wendell  and  hla  brethren  In  the 
northeastern  part  of  the  State  try  suck  a one.

The  following  interesting  figures 
are  developed  by  a comparison  of  ’he 
American  Newspaper  Directory  of 
1897,  taking  the  Southern  States,  In- 
cluding Alabama,  Arkansas.  Florida, 
Georgia,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mia 
sUsIppl,  North  Carolina.  South  Car- 
olina, Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia 
and  West  Virginia,  in  which  territory 
the  population  has  increased  in  fif- 
teen years  approximately  22  per  cent 
and  the  church  membership  over  30 
per  cent. 

We  find  by  the  above  comparison 
that  while  the  number  of  roHg'ous 
publications  has  only  increased  from 
108  to  122  that  the  total  circulation 
has  Increased  from  938. 966  to  2,252,- 
194,  an  increase  of  over  133  per 
cent..  In  1897  there  were  108  pub- 
lications; in  1912,  123.  The  av- 
erage circulation  per  religious  pub- 
lication of  1897  was  8,694.

The  above  comparison  eliminates 
all  publications  having  a circulation 
of  less  than  1,000  copies.  Also  all 
publications  on  which  the  circula- 
tion is  not  stated  in  the  American 
Newspaper  Directory.  There  are 
quite  a large  number  of  religious 
publications  which  make  no  report 
to  any  directory,  and  on  which  di- 
rectory publishers  find  it  practically 
impossible  to  get  information. 

It  is  likely  that  In  >the  thirteen 
states  the  quantity  of  circulation  of 
religions  literature  considerably  ex- 
ceeds 2.500,000  circulation.  This 
Is  approximately  one-fourth  of  all 
the  literature
